OHIO’ S 5.000 SALOONS 


Columbus. March 16 —» The statr liq­ 
uor licensing commission is '’checking 
up” upon the more than 5,000 saloons 
in the state. 
It has ordered the var­ 
ious county commissions to get a com­ 
plete and accurate list of every 
em­ 
ploy e of every saloon and the aggre­ 
gate lists, when completed, 
will 
be 
used to supplement the list of saloon 
keepers proper which the state com­ 
mission itself is about to publish. The 
purpose of the saloon employ er list is 
to enable the state 
commission 
and 
the various county commission» to 
obey the law. 
There has been m tcb 
trouble in the past because of inabil­ 
ity to Identify saloon employ es. Many 
saloon proprietors, against whose al­ 
leged employ es complaints have been 
made, have denied the identity of the 
employ es. 
In other words they have 
sucoetuled in escaping trouble by de­ 
claring that those complained against 
were not in their 
employ e.

European farm er was in desperate cir­ 
cumstances.
